thy bill has bene settled by a compro- 
mise.

entatives of the osteopaths and the 
regular physicians and committee on 
Public Health yesterday 
afternoon 


an agreemnt was reached, and today 
a bill will be reported in the assembly 
that will pass without friction. 


The agreement reached was that 


the medical bill shall be amended so 
that one of the members of the board 
shall be an osteopath and shall be ap- 
pointed within thirty days of the pas- 
sage of the bill. 
AJ1 osteopaths who 


are regular graduates of reputable 
colleges and who. have practiced in 
the state prior to March 1.-1901, shall 
be granted a license. 
All others shall 


take an examination before the board 
in all branches of medicine 
except 


materia medica, therapeutics 
and 


surgery. 
All persons licensed must 


be graduates of reputable colleges of 
osteopathy. 
After 1903 only osteopa- 


thy colleges that conform with the 
same studies now taught in medical 
colleges shall be recognized by the 
board. 
Four year courses shall be 


taught.

TREASURY HOLDS BIG GOLD STORE 


Aggregate Exceeds $500,000,000, and is the Largest 


in the History of the Nation. 


New York, April 18.—The govern- 


ment's aggregate gold holdings for the 
first time in history have passed the 
half billion dollar mark. s 
The exact 


total given in the United States treas- 
ury report of yesterday was $500,278,- 
506, of which $252,078,959 was held 
against certificates in the hands of 
the outside public and $150,000,000, as 
a reserve against outstanding United 
States notes, the balance having free 
assets. 


This is the largest amount of gold 


now .held by any single financial in- 
stitution in the world ,and it is the 
largest ever held by any institution 
with one exception—the 
Imperial 


bank of Russia, which in February, 
18198, raised its total holdings 
to 


$590,300,000. 
At present, however, 


the Russian bank holds only $373,500- 
090. 


The bank of France now 
holds 


$472,271,000, its'high record 
being' 


$479,244,000 on the 4th of this month. • 
Most of this gold is held against out-! 
standing notes. 
The Bank of Eng- 


land holds $169,100,100 and the high 
record of its history was $245,500,000, 
in February, 1896. Present 
gold 


holdings of the Imeprial bank of Ger- 
many are $130,000,000, and its total of 
gold and silver combined never ran 
above $222,500,000. 


The United States Treasury's gross 


gold holdings have increased $76,439,- 
000 within the last twelve months. In' 
April of 1899 they have barely ex- j 
ceeded $278,000,000 as against the $500, i 
000,000 now held. 
On Feb. 10, 1896,! 


they reached the low level of $94 239 -1 
542.

to confront, but when it 
became 


known on the streets what stand Mr 
Clough and his associates had taken 
there was little surprise and scarce 
ly any expressions of combativeness.

call. The physician was riding in his 
buggy when two assassins, who had 
•lain in ambush, crept up behind and 
shot him in the back of the head. One 
pistol ball penecrated his brain. The 
tragedy is shrouded in mystery,

.though officers have been working on 
the case all day. They, have a slight 
clew, and if the guilty parties are ap- 
prehended, it is believed that summary 
punishment will be inflicted.

Stephenson attacked

and on his return exchanged shots with 
Stephenson, each, being wounded. Su- 
perintendent H. O. Buvsom came upon 
the scene with a rifle and sent two 
bullets through Stephenson's heart. A 
moment later Armijo, though seriously 
wounded, shot Simmons, fatally wound- 
ing him. 
Carper weakened when he 


saw his partners clown and surren- 
dered.

•will die. During the fight Jose Monica
